Frequent reference has been made in the reports to 
‘The Missionary Societies Act of 1962 which was issued 

to replace the pre-independence administrative regu- 
lations that previously governed the activities of the 
missionary societies in the Sudan. The purpose of the 
Act is to regulate and coordinate, for the first time, 
the activities of all missionaries in a free and orderly 
manner and to guarantee freedom of religion and 
worship for all without discrimination. This is stated 
clearly in the preamble of the Act which reads as 
follows: 

“Whereas it is desired to regulate, by means of a 
system of licences, the activities of missionary socie- 
ties in the Sudan but without interfering with or 
derogating from the right of any person to profess 
any religious belief or to belong to any religious de@ 
nomination or sect. 
‘This quotation from the basic law of the land reflects 
the firm will of the government and the people of the 
Sudan to guarantee freedom of religion to all citizens 
and residents alike regardless of religious creed.

Since before independence, the presence and work 
of various missions in almost all the African States 
have been subjected to criticism from nationalist and 
religious quarters.

Wo ictios irrespective of their denominations, and to 
give each one of them a legal entity derived from 
it purely religious function under the protection of 
the country’s laws and constitution. 


WHY THAT LAW? 


The Missionary Societies Act 1962, called from the very 
beginning the “Noose Law” by some observers, first ap- 
peared in the Sudan Gazette of May 15, 1962 e 


Not long after the publication of that Act, the Khartoum 
Government issued The Missionary Societies Regulations 
1962, which were supposed to go into effect on November 
15, 1962, but which had been brought to the knowledge of 
those concerned in January, 1963. 


Why did the Government of the Sudan make such documents 
public? 


Now the young nation has to face the reaction of a public 
‘opinion which has had the opportunity to appraise a law 
aimed at strangling religious freedom. 





The Sudan could have carried out its policy against Christi 
anity in secret, as it had done during the previous six years: 
no one knew of it, since the missionaries kept silent for fear 
of possible reprisals against their religious activities 


Why did thot country venture into a declared persecution 
In the eyes of the world? 


Perhaps the Sudan was just ambitious. It thought its successful 
experiment in dealing with Christien churches could be @ 
offered as an example to other African Nations.
